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THE  MONTANA  SOLDIERS' 
HOME 


Located  at  Columbia  Falls.  Montana,  is  a  notable  monument  to  the 
gratitude  and  patriotism  of  the  people  of  Montana.  Not  with  the 
grudging'  hand  of  reticent  donation  lias  this  Home  been  established  and 
maintained,  but  with  a  generosity  and  scrupulous  discrimination  that 
have  exercised  themselves  in  seeing  that  the  best  was  none  too  good  for 
the  "Old  Boys,"  and  with  the  magnificent  result  that  the  Montana 
Soldiers'  Home  cannot  be  excelled,  if  it  can  be  equaled,  among  the 
various  Homes  that  dot  our  country,  and  emphasizing  the  fact  that  re- 
publics are  not  ungrateful.  Not  pursuant  to  the  mental  telepathy  that 
because  our  soldiers  were  not  coddled  during  their  term  of  arduous  and 
self-sacrificing  defense  of  the  Union,  a  common-place  residence  might 
suffice  for  the  passing  of  their  old  age;  but  the  people  of  Montana  de- 
creed that  the  Home  should  be  comfortably,  even  luxuriously,  appareled 
and  provided  for,  so  that  many  of  the  men  that  "came  at  their  Country's 
call,"  have  a  hospice  that  exceeds  the  humble  home  that  they  left  to 
enter  on  their  period  of  warring  for  the  maintenance  of  those  homes,  the 
homes  of  other  Americans  and  the  upholding  of  the  integrity  of  the 
United   States. 

Xot  content  with  the  amicable  and  handsome  provision  for  the  old 
soldiers,  the  Montanans  decided  that  the  wives  and  widows  of  soldiers 
should  also  be  cared  for  in  the  same  style  of  sufficiency  as  were  their 
husbands.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  the  suffering',  the  anxious  waiting, 
the  heart-breaking  and  apprehensive  fear,  were  borne  in  agony  by  the 
relatives  of  the  men  in  the  field,  a  pain  so  tense  that  even  the  spoken 
and  unspoken  prayers  of  the  sufferers  were  unable  to  solace,  or  even 
alleviate.  When  we  put  ourselves  in  "the  other  fellow's  place,"  it  seems 
the  acme  of  cruelty  to  separate  the  old  fellows  and  their  wives,  in  their 
old  age,  and  at  a  time  when  the  society  of  one's  helpmate  is  a  boon  to 
sociability,  and 

"When  pain  and  anguish  wring  the  brow, 
A  ministering  angel  thou."

A  BRIEF  HISTORY 


The  Act  to  establish,  locate  and  maintain  a  Soldiers'  Home  in  the 
State  of  Montana  was  approved  March  18,  1895,  and  his  Excellency 
John  E.  Richards,  in  due  time  appointed  Hon.  P.  R.  Dolman,  of  Butte, 
C.  B.  Miller,  M.  D.,  of  Helena;  Ed  F.  Ferris  of  Bozeman,  and  Lyman 
Loring  as  the  first  Board  of  Managers.  R.  E.  Fisk  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Board  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  Department  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  the  State  of  Montana. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  held  in  Helena  on 
May  7,  1895,  at  which  time  Hon.  P.  R.  Dolman  was  elected  President  of 
the  Board,  and  Dr.  C.    B.  Miller  was  chosen  Secertary  and  Treasurer. 

The  Act  establishing  the  Home  provided  that  proposals  for  sites 
should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  that  no  proposal  should 
be  considered  that  did  not  contemplate  the  giving  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana at  least  40  acres  of  tillable  land.  Some  fifteen  offers  of  land  and 
donations  of  money  were  filed  in  response  to  the  advertisement,  and  on 
August  8,  1895,  the  Board  of  Managers  accepted  the  offer  of  the  Northern 
international  Improvement  Company  of  Columbia  Falls,  Montana.  This 
offer  included  160  acres  of  land,  $3,100.00  cash  and  the  installation  of 
boiler,  engine,  pumps  and  tanks. 

On  December  4,  1895,  the  Board  met  and  advertised  for  plans  for 
the  first  building,  to  be  constructed  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
$10,000,00.  OnVebruary  5,  1896,  the  plans  and  specifications  of  Mr. 
C.  S.  Haire  were  accepted.  Bids  for  the  completion  of  the  building  were 
requested,  and  on  April  6,  1896,  the  bid  of  Mr.  Fred  Whiteside  for  the 
sum  of  $9,895.00  was  accepted.  The  building;  was  completed  and  accepted 
in   due  time. 

On  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1896.  the  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Gov- 
ernor J.  E.  Richards  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  A  large  crowd 
gathered  from  the  surrounding  country,  and  the  occasion  was  patriotic 
and  impressive.  Governor  Richards  made  a  splendid  address  as  did  other 
prominent  citizens  who  were  present. 

Hon.  D.  J.  Hennessy  donated  the  first  flag  for  the  Home,  and  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held  on  May  5,  1896,  a  unanimous 
vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to   Mr.  Hennessy. 

On  August  4,  1896,  Captain  J.  R.  Hillman  was  made  the  unanimous 
choice  for  Commandant  of  the  Home. 

The  application  and  recommendation  of  nine  persons  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  and  upon  the  vote  of  the  Board  were  admitted  to 
the  Home. 

Captain  Hillman  resigned  his  position  as  Commandant  of  the  Home 
in  the  fall  of  1902,  and  on  the  2nd  of  December  of  that  year  Captain 
H.  S.  Howell  was  elected  in  his  stead.  Captain  Howell  died  at  the  Home 
on  September  11,  1911,  and  Captain  J.  E.  Sprague  was  chosen  to  succeed 
him. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Home  was  held 
on  May  6,  1897,  and  on  June  17,  1897,  the  first  application  for  member- 
ship was  approved.  Since  the  Home  opened,  over  500  veterans  have  been 
enrolled,  and  of  this  number  40  served  in  the  Spanish-American  war  and 
three  were  Indian  fighters  during  the  years  1876-1877  in  the  Territory  of 
Montana. 

The  law  concerning  'AVho  is  eligible  to  membership''  is  so  illy  under- 
stood by  those  who  may  be  admitted,  and  also  by  the  officers  of  the 
several  counties  of  the  state,  that  the  same  are  reprinted  here. 

The  following  is  the  law  regarding  admissions,  as  amended  by  the 
Sixteenth  Legislative   Assembly: 
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"Be    It    Enacted  by  the    Legislative    Assembly  of  the  State  of   Montana: 

"Section  1.  That  Section  1290  of  the  .Montana  Codes  be  amended 
t<  i  read  as  follows: 

"Any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  late  Civil  War,  or  in  the  Mexican  War.  or 
during  any  troubles  between  the  United  States  and  the  Government  of 
Mexico,  or  the  people  of  Mexico,  or  in  the  late  war  with  Spain,  or  in  any 
insurrection  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  during  the  Boxer  troubles  with 
China,  or  who.  within  the  borders  of  the  Territory  of  Montana,  served 
in  the  Sioux  War  of  1876  or  the  Xez  Perce  War  of  1877,  or  during  the 
war  with  Germany  and  Austria,  or  who  served  in  Russia,  Siberia  or  any 
other  foreign  country  during  die  war  with  Germany  and  Austria,  or  who, 
while  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  any 
of  the  Allies  of  the  United  States  and  has  returned  to  and  lives  in  Mon- 
tana, or  during  any  troubles  arising  or  growing  out  of  any  such  war  or 
wars  and  has  received  honorable  discharge  therefrom,  who  at  the  time 
of  admission  is  an  invalid  by  reason  of  disease  contracted,  wounds  re- 
ceived, or  by  reason  of  other  disability,  shall  be  eligible  to  admission  to 
the  benefits  of  the  Home  under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  on  the  certificate  of  disability  by  a  county 
commissioner  and  the  county  physician  of  the  county  in  which  the 
applicant  may  reside;  and  the  transportation  of  such  applicant  to  the 
said  Soldiers'  Home  shall  be  a  proper  county  charge  and  be  paid  by  said 
county  if  the  applicant  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Provided,  that  the 
benefits  of  said  Home  shall  not  be  extended  to  anyone  who  has  not  re- 
sided within  the  State  of  Montana  for  a  period  of  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  his  application,  or  to  anyone  who  has  not  resided 
within  the  county  from  which  he  asks  to  be  sent  to  the  Home  for 
the  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  his  application,  nor  to  any- 
one convicted  of  a  felony  or  of  a  crime  involving  moral  turpitude,  nor 
shall  anyone  who  has  been  an  habitual  drunkard  be  received  without 
sufficient  evidence  of  subsequent  good  conduct  and  reformation  of  char- 
acter as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  said  Board  of  Managers.  Provided, 
further,  that  in  case  said  Soldiers'  Home  shall  not  have  the  capacity  to 
receive  all  persons  designated  here,  that  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  shall 
have  preference  as  to  admission. 

"Section  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  approval." 

Approved   February  21,    1919. 

"Section  1291.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  admit  to  the  privileges  of  the  Home,  under 
such  rules  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  the  wives  or  widows  of  soldiers 
or  sailors  who  are  inmates  or  who  may  be  or  may  have  been  eligible 
to  admission   as  inmates  and   who   wrere  married   prior   to  the   year   1902. 

"Section  2.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed. 

"Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
approval." 

Approved   March    14.   1913. 

As  to  the  population  of  the  Home,  see  report  to  the  Governor. 

The  buildings  now  in  use  are  the  Main  Building,  already  referred 
to;  the  Administration  Building,  originally  constructed  for  a  hospital; 
the  Women's  Building,  the  Hospital  and  the  Service  and  Headquarters 
Building,  which  has  been  constructed  since  our  last  Report  at  an  expense 
of  nearly  twenty  thousand  ($20,000)  dollars.  These  buildings  are  sub- 
stantially built  of  brick  and  stone  and  concrete,  two  stories  in  height, 
with  basement  and  are  fully  insured.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Montana  Soldiers'  Home  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  affairs  of  this  institution 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1919: 

POPULATION 

On  December  1,  1918,  there  were  present  for  duty,  47;  sick,  25;  total 
present,  72;  absent  with  leave,  26;  total  present  and  absent,  98.  During 
the  year  22  members  have  been  admitted  and  15  re-admitted;  11  have 
been  discharged  at  their  own  request  and  the  Home  lost  six  members 
by  death.  Nine  were  dropped  for  overstaying  their  six  months'  leave. 
Leave  has  been  granted  to  136,  and  141  have  returned  from  leave. 

On  this  date,  November  30,  1919,  there  are  60  present  for  duty,  28 
sick;  total  present,  88.  Absent  with  leave,  21  ;  total  present  and  absent, 
109.

Several  boxes  of  apples  were  also  picked  from  the  trees  of  the  or- 
chard. 

Owing  to  the  very  dry  season,  much  of  the  grain  had  to  be  cut  for 
hay.  as  it  was  burning  tip;  so  that  the  showing  of  the  grain  was  very 
small  and  the  hay  was  not  a  good  quality.  To  augment  the  small  quan- 
tity of  hay,  we  purchased  two  carloads  of  alfalfa  hay  to  help  us  through 
the  winter. 

The  garden  was  only  saved  by  the  constant  efforts  of  the  gardener 
and  several  assistants,  who  watered  it  for  several  weeks  through  the 
worst  part  of  the  season.  The  crop  was  very  light  and  we  had  to  buy  a 
couple  of  tons  of  potatoes  and  some  other  vegetables  around  the  latter 
part  of  the  winter,  and  the  price  was  exceedingly  high  until  the  early 
crop  of  this  season. 

The  products  of  the  poultry  have  helped  a  great  deal  in  supplying 
the  needs  of  the  Home,  and  from  last  fall  to  the  first  part  of  December, 
this  year,  1919,  has  provided  us  witli  n(l()  dozen  eggs  and  130  pounds  of 
chicken.

We  also  picked  10  boxes  of  apples  from  the  trees  of  the  orchard. 

The  early  part  of  the  season  was  very  hot  and  dry,  so  that  the 
showing  of  the  grain  was  very  small,  and  did  not  make  a  very  good 
quality  of  hay;  so  we  had  to  purchase  a  carload  of  alfalfa  and  also  one 
of  timo'jhy   to  run  us  through  this  winter. 

The  products  of  the  poultry  have  helped  us  a  great  deal  in  supply- 
ing the  needs  of  the  Home,  and  from  last  fall  to  the  first  of  December 
of  this  year,  has  produced  305  dozen  of  eggs  and  100  pounds  of  chicken.

The  semi-annual  federal  inspection  was  made  by  Colonel  Miller, 
Inspector-General  and  Chief  Surgeon,  March  24,  1920.  And  on  October 
20,  1920,  inspection  was  made  by  Colonel  Marshall,  Assistant  Inspector- 
General. 

Colonel  Miller  and  Colonel  Marshall  both  stated  in  their  printed 
reports:  Buildings  and  grounds  in  good  shape,  the  food  well  cooked 
and  served,  and  comfortable  clothing  furnished  the  members. 


MINOR  REPAIRS 

New  partition  has  been  placed  in  the  Service  Building  for  storing 
our  coal  for  the  winter,  at  a  cost  of  $25.00. 

The  outside  steps  leading  into  the  basement  of  the  Main  Build- 
ing were  in  a  very  bad  shape,  and  we  put  in  cement  steps  and  built  a 
small  shanty  over  them,  to  keep  the  snow  and  ice  off  during  the  winter. 
This,  at  a  cost  of  $35.00. 


We  will  conclude  with  an  extract  from  circular  letter  No.  3,  issued 
Nov.  19,  1918,  by  Clarendon  E.  Adams,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  This  letter  was  addressed  to  the  "Comrades  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,"  but  as  it  so  thoroughly  expresses  our 
sentiments  and  is  so  replete  with  thought  and  language  that  cannot  be 
altered  without  loss,  we  will  submit  it  in  its  entirety  as  expressing  our 
own  views  and  ideals: 

"The  world's  greatest  crisis  has  passed;  the  roaring  cannon  is  stilled; 
the  rattle  of  the  machine  gun  is  silenced;  the  roll  of  musketry  no  longer 
reaps  its  toll  of  human  life;  the  bugle's  blast,  the  shouts  of  charging 
men.  the  quick,  sharp  command,  no  longer  marshal  men  to  battle;  the 
nights  are  no  longer  hideous  with  the  whirr  of  the  Zeppelin;  the  sub- 
marine has  ceased  to  lash  the  peaceful  waters  of  the  sea  with  its  fury  of 
destruction.  And  from  the  frowning  battlements  and  deep  trenches  of 
the  war-swept  fields  of  Europe,  we  can  behold  the  American  soldier  re- 
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turning  victorious  from  the  fiercest,  bloodiest  and  most  desperate  battle- 
fields of  all  time,  exalted  and  honored  for  his  intrepid  bravery,  his  gal- 
lantry and  his  American  manhood.  And  in  the  arched  blue  dome  of 
heaven  he  has  forever  fixed  'Old  Glory,'  the  flag  of  the  free.  Those  of 
'our  boys'  who  are  resting  upon  the  battlefields  of  Europe  are  martyrs, 
lofty  in  patriotism  and  crowned  with  a  glory  as  exalted  as  ever  inspired  a 
Christian  martyr.  It  was  not  for  parly  ambition  that  our  heroes  foughl 
and  died,  but  it  was  for  that  nobler  purpose  that  swells  in  the  bosom  of 
the  true  patriot  that  exalts  American  freedom  as  a  blessing  to  all  man- 
kind. 

"To  those  whose  lives  were  spared,  we  say:  Come  home,  brave  boys, 
your  duties  are  done;  America  is  yours,  and  the  world  is  your  debtor. 
To  the  parents  and  relatives  of  our  Liberty  Boys  can  we  say:  The 
badge  of  honor  you  have  so  proudly  worn  ha--  become  immutably  fixed 
in  all  our  hearts  and  all  our  homes;  some  are  silver  and  some  are  gold. 
With  the  silver  star  is  blended  a  nation's  welcome.  To  the  star  of  gold, 
martyred  heroes,  around  you  cluster  memories  of  sacrifice  and  devotion 
that  sanctifies  freedom's  cause.  America's  part  in  this  war  has  extended 
the  principles  of  freedom  and  justice  to  all  mankind.  It  has  broken  the 
fetters  of  prejudice;  it  has  destroyed  arbitrary  governments  and  dicta- 
torial power;  it  has  swept  the  rule  of  tyrants  from  the  face  of  the  earth: 
it  has  given  liberty  to  all  mankind. 

"My  Comrades,  this  great  war  was  the  culmination  of  the  principles 
for  which  you  fought  from  '61  to  '65,  and  in  carrying  forward  this  great 
plan  of  freedom  and  reconstruction  let  us  pursue  it  with  a  vigor  and  sin- 
cerity   worthy    the   American    name. 

"Now  is  the  time  to  display  our  love  of  freedom.  Our  national  holi- 
days are  near  to  hand.  Make  them  resplendent  with  patriotism  and  devo- 
tion. May  our  beacon  light  ever  be  One  Country,  One  Language,  and 
One  Flag.  And  to  our  army  and  navy  we  can  say — our  nation's  pride 
and  boast,  invincible  in  war,  incomparable  in  peace.  See  to  it  that  public 
meetings  are  called  and  that  a  royal  welcome  greets  the  return  of  our 
'Yanks'  to  their  homes.
